ON PORTLAND’S FIRE

Wharf, Freight Cars and an Immense 
Amount of Freight and Grain De­ 
stroyed—Three Lives Lost—Other 
Fires in 
Different Parts of the 
Country. 


P o r t la n d , Ore., Sept 24.—The most 
disastrous fire in the history of this 
city broke out a t 4:30 yesterday after­ 
noon in the dock of the Pacific Coast 
Elevator company and raged for three 
hours, destroying property valued at 
nearly $1,500,000. 
Three lives are thought to be lost, 
as follows: 
ANDERSON, CHARLES. 
BROWN. 
MURRAY. 
All day long a heavy wind had been 
blowing and alarm s for nine fires had 
been turned in. 
The fire departm ent 
was scattered about the city looking 
n ite r the small fires when the alarm 
from the elevator was rung in. When 
the engines arrived the fire was be­ 
yond control, and in half an hour 
from the time it started the docks for 
half a mile were on fire. 
Nothing 
could be done but to let the fire burn 
itself out. 
The fire started in the dock below 
the Pacific Coast Elevator company’s 
main building, and the wind soon 
I drove the flames to the elevator itself. 
The flames shot into the air 200 feet, 
m aking a beautiful sight in the twi­ 
lig h t 
The coal bunkers of the North 
Pacific Term inal company, 
on the 
w est 
were 
next 
attacked 
and 
soon 
were 
a 
seething 
mass of 
flames. 
On the east was the Oregon 
Railway and N avigation company’s 
wharf, 400 feet in length, and this, 
I too, was soon on fire. 
There was no 
m eans of getting w ater on the fire ex­ 
cept from the river, and the fireboat 
is an improvised old scow and of little 
[service. 
The 
elevatoi 
contained 
nearly half a million 
bushels of 
Iwheat 
The new plan t of the Portland Gen­ 
i a l Electric company, which had just 
trrived from Lynn, Mass., was stand 
in the yards of the Terminal 
>mpany on the cars, not having been 
inloaded. 
The plant occupied an en­ 
tire train and the machinery was of 
most expensive kind, 
most of 
rhich 
was 
destroyed 
and 
the 
remainder 
badly 
damaged. 
Two 
lundred freight cars, eighty of which 
rere loaded, 
were destroyed. 
The 
Oregon Railway & Navagation docks 
leld 1,5 >0 tons of freight, consisting 
>f wool, salmon, general merchandise 
md cement, all of which was de- 
itroyed w ith the dock. 
There were 
stored on the dock about 12,000 cases 
>f salmon from the lower Columbia 
river- and Puget sound aw aiting snip- 
sent to the east. 
I t was valued a t 
£10, OOO and was partly insured. 
Every available locomotive at the 
Terminal works was set to 
work 
loving freight cars out of danger, but 
fire burned so rapidly th a t few 
[ould be moved away. 
Sparks from 
fire w ent across the river and set 
ire to the boneyard, but it was ex* 
|inguished before any serious damage 
the yard was done. 
The large 
Iteamboat W illiam ette Chief, moored 
It the yard, took fire and was burned. 
It was used as a tow boat and valued 
[t about $45, JOO. 
Three men are supposed to have 
srished in the elevator. 
They were 
sen at an upper story window of the 
Levator and it is thought all were 
turned. 
The losses, as near as can be ascer 
tined, will be over $1,000,000.

C atholic Church in A m erica to Govern 
Itself Hereafter* 
N ew York, Sept 24.—There seems 
to be no doubt th at Bishop Keane of 
the Catholic university at Washing­ 
ton, is 
the 
bearer of 
a rescript 
from Pope Leo XIII, which will be 
read 
to 
the 
assembled 
Catholic 
archbishops of the United States at 
Philadelphia on Oct IO,and which will 
make an epoch in the history of the 
Catholic church in this country. 
The 
document which Bishop Keane is said 
to have w ith him removes the United 
States entirely from under the au­ 
thority of the college of the propa­ 
ganda of the faith and makes the 
American church entirely self-govern­ 
ing except in the m atters of faith, in 
which it still submits, of course, to 
the see of Peter. 
Mgr. Satolli’s pow­ 
ers are increased and his field of jur­ 
isdiction is broadened and he is con­ 
firmed as the perm anent apostolic 
delegate in the United States. 
This action of Leo XIII, is consid­ 
ered as a mark of entire approval and 
indorsem ent of Mgr. Satolii’s course 
in this country, and it can not but be 
construed as a rebuke for those prel­ 
ates who tried to discredit him and to 
interfere w ith his mission. 
Another most im portant rum or in 
connection with the m atter is th at 
after awhile Mgr. Satolli will be with­ 
drawn and an American will be a p ­ 
pointed as papal delegate, thus com­ 
pleting the autonomy of the Catholic 
church in the United States. 
The action of the pope is a direct 
blow a t the Ultram ontanes and Jesu­ 
its, who have placed themselves more 
or less in antagonism to 
modern 
thought and progressive ideas. 
It is 
a decision in favor of the people and 
the priests against the m ajority of the 
bishops and it places the Catholic 
church officially on record as indors­ 
ing American institutions and declar­ 
ing as acceptable to Catholic faith 
the American idea of total separa­ 
tion of church and state. It does not, 
however, affect in the slightest de­ 
gree any dogma of faith held or 
taught by the church. It relates only 
to m atters of discipline and local gov­ 
ernm ent in things not of faith. Every 
question affecting the welfare of the 
church in America will be decided by 
the church here itself with the aid of 
the papal delegate. 
Such cases as 
th a t of Dr. McGlynn will not now be 
referred to Rome but will be settled 
by an American trib u n al

EXPERT WILL REPORT 
ON MURPHY’S BOOKS 


SHORTAGE OF 
$ 12,000, AND ITS 
EXPLANATION. 


ENJOYED A MASTER’S 
MUSIC. 


Council 
Will Hear an Abstract of] 
the Figures 
This 
Evening—Ex- 
Treasurer’s 
Bondsmen 
Are 
Not 
Concerned, and He Says Everything 
Will Be Made Clear. 


There will be quite a sensation in 
'ihe common council this evening. The 
finance committee will rep?rt on the 
condition of the treasury under the 
administration of ex-Treasurer Mich­ 
ael Murphy. 
The details of the report are not 
known. A shortage of $12,000 is said 
to be indicated, but this is held by those 
in position to know to be in large 
measure explainable. 
They say that 
oversights in the bookkeeping are re­ 
sponsible, in the main, and that no 
evidence is found to show improper 
dealings with the city’s funds. 
Rumors concerning shortages have 
been manufactured and magnified by 
people impatient to get the facts. 
Some of these rumors hinted at a 
deficit as great as fifteen thousand 
dollars, 
but 
conservative 
people 
laughed 
at 
such 
reports. 
The 
members of the finance committee, 
Aldermen Baines, Child and Heddles, 
who have been closely connected with 
the work, refuse to give out anything 
prior to making the report to the coun­ 
cil. 
They insist that the "public, at 
the proper time, shalll]*have all the 
details. 
From reliable sources, 
however, 
much has been learned. 
Almost at 
the very start, it is claimed, the ex 
pert found a mistake involving the 
sum of $4,500. 
Mr. Murphy’s atten­ 
tion was called to it and it was ex­ 
plained that the sum had been trans­ 
ferred from the license fund to an­ 
other fund. 
It is street talk that the 
remainder of whatever shortage ap 
pears on the books consists of the 
penalties attached to tax collections. 
After November I, a penalty of 5 per 
cent, is added to each warrant if taxes 
are not paid. 
It is claimed that the 
books do not show any evidence of 
these penalties being collected, and 
that during the eight years of Mr. 
Murphy’s administration they should 
have amounted to about $8,000. 
None of 
Mr. Murphy’s bondsmen 
are at all concerned over the matter. 
The ex-treasurer was seen, and, a l­ 
though not in a position to make 
detailed statement until the report 
was published, he said: 
“ In due time all will be clear. 
Whatever irregularities may appear, 
will be found to be the same as the 
$4,500 item. 
This was easily 6et 
right, and it will be so with the rest.’’

COUNCIL DARE NOT 
LOAN CITY FUNDS 


ATTORNEY M’ELROY SAYS IT IS 
EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Will Make This Report to the Alder­ 
men—Treasurer Fathers Will Take 
No Action Unless Others Assume 
the Responsibility—Charter Clear 
on the Subject. 


“ Neither the city treasurer, nor the 
common council, can loan the city 
money for any purpose,” said City At­ 
torney McElroy this afternoon. “ I am 
reluctant to make this statement. 
I 
would like very much to see the city 
get something for the large amount 
of money it now hag on deposit, but 
the city charter I think is very clear, 
in respect to loaning money in the 
treasury,or investing it in any manner. 
It makes everyone concerned in the 
loan liable to prosecution for embez­ 
zlement. 
There is no way that I can 
see to avoid it, although in this case 
nobody would be likely to commence 
an action.” 
City Treasurer Fathers was first to 
suggest that the money be loaned, 
bat now that he has posted himself 
on the law governing city funds, will 
take no responsibility in the matter. 
“ At the suggestion of the council I 
have informed the banks that I will 
receive propositions for the money, 
which proposition* I intend to present 
to the council this evening,” said 
Treasurer Fathers this afternoon. 
“ I 
will do just as the council directs me.” 
The chances are that the ccuncil 
will not direct the loaning of the 
fands.

“Fair-play men” was the title given 
to a part of Lycoming county, ta ., 
now densely populated and dotted 
with prosperous towns and cities. The 
proprietary government, with a view 
to protecting Indians from intrusion, 
had forbidden the survey and settle­ 
ment of the region, but some hard- 
treated and hard-handed Scotch-Irish 
pioneers found their way into the for­ 
bidden territory, and, being outside 
the immediate jurisdiction of any 
properly constituted tribunal, they 
chose three of their number to settle 
disputes, and called them fair-play 
men. The decision of this tribunal, 
especially as to boundaries, were en­ 
forced by the whole community, and 
came in time to be respected even by 
the courts. 
When a chief justice of 
Pennsylvania asked one of the first 
pioneers what were the features of 
the fair-play code, the pioneer is re­ 
ported to have answered that since 
his honor’s court had found its way 
into the region fair play had fled and 
law had taken its place.

A DESPERADO. 


A company of gentlemen sat in the 
office of the Hotel Palomares in Pomona 
the other evening waiting for a late 
train to Los Angeles. 
Each one of the 
p a 3 $ I tiw every one else, cigars were 
frt Iv passed around, and all wew en-

joying a tails: about early experiences on 
the frontier, and especially in southern 
California, before railroads were built 
in tiiis region 
The best story of the 
evening was told by Colonel John W il­ 
liamson, one of the most important 
orange growers in southern California. 
“ From 1873 until 1878, ” he said, 
(KS engaged by a Chicago lumber 
company to travel through the country 
fro! a Denver to St. Louis to look up 
openings for lumber yards. 
It was my 
business to visit new towns and settle­ 
ments, and when I found men of capi­ 
tal iii t lorn to induce them to go into 
tile lur . her business aud buy of the Chi­ 
cago c scorn. 
At that time Ogalalla, 
on the Union Pacific railroad, was fa­ 
mous throughout the country as the 
toughest place in the west. Then Dodge 
City, Kau., cqmip into prominence for 
its cowboy episodes and the rough, 
tonsil anil desperate character of a large 
portion of its residents. I passed a night 
in Dodge City iii October, 1876, and I 
assure you that I came quickly to the 
conclusion til at life iii any other town 
vrouJd be tame and without excitement 
in A’timparison with the pleasures that 
pl$ye could afford. 
ro il one side of the railroad track 
8teed a big barnlike building called the 
Americo-Mex^can hotel, and on tho oth­ 
er a row of iff o r 3 Ct one story frame 
bouses, almost every one of which was 
a barroom* with a gambling house at­ 
tached. Over tho doors hung such signs 
as ‘Cowboys’ R etreat,’ ‘The Divan’mid 
‘The Frontiersman’s D elight.’ 
Behind 
the town, on top of the hill, was the city 
graveyard. 
An immense cross stood at 
the top of the hill and served as a land­ 
m ark for travelers for miles and miles 
across the barren prairies. That grave­ 
yard was the pride of every man who 
lived in Dodge City. 
The inhabitants 
watched it grow aud pointed w ith pleas­ 
ure to the fact that there was hardly a 
man taking his final rest there who had 
not come to his death by violence. 
“ It was toward afternoon when 
baited my horse in front of the Ameri- 
co-Mexican betel afters. 40 mile ride. 
H eadily' artnfcd |nfeii Itood about in 
groups. 
*riie looks thrown at me were 
fa r from reassuring, but I pretended not 
to see them and hastened into the ho 
tel. 5 Hafdlji had; I taken my seat in the 
dining room when four men, evidently 
forming a delegation, approached me. 
They demanded tojknow what brought 
me to DcrdgelCity in a way which left 
m e no alternative but to answer. 
My 
answers seemed satisfactory, and one of 
them informed me "the reason of their 
curiosity. 
They had some idea that I 
was a deputy sheriff and frankly told 
m e that if I had been I should have 
been escorted out of town, as no gov­ 
ernm ent officers wero wanted about 
Dodge City that night, 
’they further 
informed me that there was to be one 
c f tho prettiest lynching bees in town 
th at night that had eyer taken place.

bree men had opine to Dodge City 
IO weeks'before and bad taken the town 
by storm. They had made their head­ 
quarters at a tavern almost opposite the 
hotel and had levied a tax on every one 
who entered. Anybody who objected to 
paying or standing treat was beaten, 
arnVwhea resistance was shown pistols 
wero used. Ten men had received death 
wounds from these three men, and the 
town had determined to set an example 
to all such characters- by hanging the 
three without ceremony. 
It was not 
easy, however, to accomplish this, as 
the i$en were intrenched in the barroom 
and lief used to come out or allow any 
©ne to enter. It had been determined to 
dislodge them that night in spite of all 
resistance, and I was invited to take 
part iii the affair. The men were named 
Hank: Martin, Jack W illis and Wat 
Bimmons and were desperate outlaws, 
v. itll large bijous upon their heads. 
“ Just at dark the citizens of Dodge 
< . ty prepared for battle. The attacking 
parties were divided into two forces. 
One. approached the point of attack 
from the rear, while the larger number 
marched up to the front. 
All the citi­ 
zens wore handkerchiefs over their faces. 
I was iii the main body of attackers, or 
lather behind it. We were hgopgkt to a 
sudden halt by a rifle shot from one of 
the windows of the besieged-house, and 
©ne of our leaders fell. Various means 
were tried to dislodge the three men, 
b ut to no purpose. 
Every time the 
s lig h te r Advance was ’made their rifles 
rang out, aud some one on our side drop­ 
ped. At last a small man slipped up in 
the shadow of the adjacent building 
and threw a lighted can of kerosene 
tinder the building. 
Soon it began to 
burn. 
At last it was enveloped in 
flames, aud the three men were obliged 
to r auh for their Ii vets.—They were half 
blinded by the heat and smoke of tho 
burning .building, so they were quickly 
captured.

His end was hastened by a dozen bul­ 
lets, which were fired into the body 
while it was still writhing.

“ Next came the turn of Hank Martin, 
and all held their breath when the 
boldest desperado known on the plains 
iii those days was brought out. Just as 
tho big, powerful fellow was led under 
the tree he made a sign that he wanted 
to say something. The gag was removed 
from M artin's mouth, and he said: 
“ ‘If you will take this rope from 
round my nock and slightly loosen these 
bonds, I will till you men something 
that will interest you all. ’ 
“ Thoro seemed no dauger, with so 
many on guard, so his request was com­ 
plied with. 
When his fetters were 
loosened, he rose, stretched himself and 
began his speech: 
“ ‘You are a set of villains,’ he yell­ 
ed, ‘and you can all go to hell I’ 
“ He knocked down tho two men 
nearest to him and made a dash for the 
sagebrush on the open prairie. 
All the 
horses were left outside the barroom 
when the desperadoes were captured. A 
few men dashed into the sage after 
Martin, which made it impossible for 
the men under the tree to use their guns, 
lest they hit some of the pursuers. After 
an hour’s useless chase the hunt was 
given up for the night. 
“ At daylight the next morning a 
ranchman rode into Dodge City and 
electrified the town by saying he had 
seen Martin near Fort Leary, IG miles 
below He said he had just finished his 
breakfast when a hatless man, whom 
he recognized as Martin, came in and 
demanded shelter. Tho ranchman sus­ 
pected something was wrong from tho 
man’s manner and at once started for 
Dodge City and gave the alarm. Thirty 
men immediately saddled their horses 
and started in pursuit of the man they 
had avowed to hang. As they approach­ 
ed the lint a man appeared iii the door 
with a winchester rifle in his hand. 
W ithout a word he opened fire on the 
advancing party. 
Two men dropped 
from their saddles, and as the rest of 
the party put spurs to their horses and 
dashed toward the hut Martin, who had 
done the shooting, rushed down the hill 
and plunged iuto tho Fox river. There 
had been heavy rains, and the river was 
a torrent, which made it seem impossi­ 
ble that a man could reach the other 
side alive. 
All tho horsemen drew up 
along the bank and waited in readiness 
to shoot Martin should lie by any chance 
get across. They waited half an hour, 
and as thoro was no sight of him they 
returned to Dodge City. That afternoon 
the other two desperadoes were buried 
in what is known as ‘Murderers’ row, ’ 
and beside the graves was placed a 
board, ‘To the memory of Hank Martin, 
drowned in the Fox river while escaping 
capture. * 
“ Two years after leaving Dodge City 
I chanced to bo in a little Texas town 
that I don’t want to mention here. 
A 
man passed me on the street one day 
whoso face was strikingly familiar. 
I 
turned to my companion and asked who 
it was. 
“ ‘T hat,’ said he, ‘is Henry Martin, 
one of our most respected citizens. ’ 
“ Suddenly the scene of the lynching 
at Dodge City came back to me, and I 
knew that the last time I had seen that 
man he was standing under a tree with 
a rope around his neck. I told my friend 
the story, and he evidently doubted my 
sanity, if not my veracity. He told me 
that M artin came to the town early in 
1879, when it was first started. He in­ 
vested money in town lots and made a 
fortune. 
He was a promoter of schools 
and churches and was talked of for the 
next mayor. That night I was at my 
hotel when a tall man, w ith a slouched 
hat, walked in. 
Ho looked round and 
then came straight to me. 
“ ‘Are you the man,* he said, ‘who 
has been telling a yarn about Hank 
Martin being lynched?’ 
“ I acknowledged that I was. 
“ ‘W ell,’ ho replied, ‘Henry told me 
to tell you that he would shoot you on 
sight if you were in town tomorrow. * 
“ Two hours later I was taking a night 
ride across the prairies.’’—Kansas City 
Times. 


Extraordinary Longevity In Chile. 
The last census of Chile furnishes 
some interesting statistics relative to 
longevity of certain representatives of 
the human race, who live in that far 
away corner of “ Latin’* or “ Spanish” 
America. 
According to the figures in 
question, in the 23 provinces of Chile 
the enumerators found 211 men and 273 
women who had passed the century 
milestone. 
One man, Rafael Munoz of 
Colchaqua, was returned as being 150 
years of age. 
The oldest woman was 
138. 
Of the other “ old timers” they 
found one man 135 and two women 132, 
one man 130, one over 127, one woman 
125 and three men and four women 123, 
one man 122 and three women 121; 2u 
women aud eight men gave in their ages 
as 120, and two women acknowledged 
to being past 119; five women and three 
men were at the 118 mark. 
Of all the 
others over IOO, 240 were women and 
195 were men. Tho most remarkable ex­ 
hibit in the whole array is the one 
which shows that 53 women and 38 men 
gave in their ages as 110.—St. I^ouis 
Republic.
